SEASON’S PORK-PACKING. 


C in c in n a t i, March 3).—Tho Cincin­ 
nati Price Current 
of 
to day pub­ 
lishes its thirty-third annual statement 
of hog-packing in the west. It is a vo­ 
luminous work aud elaborate in details, 
aud a comparison of the results of the 
winter packing in the West shows a total 
of 5.147,760 hogs of average net weight 
of 210 1-6 pounds. Average yield of lard 
36 44-100 pounds each. 
The gam over 
last year in average net weight per hog is 
24 .VIOO pounds aud rn lard 7. 7-IOO of a 
pound per hog. The decrease in the 
number packed was 1,171,696 or nearly 
17 per cent, while the decrease in aggre­ 
gate weight was nearly 16 per cent 
Tho exhibits closely verify the estimates 
made early in the season. The manufac­ 
ture of barrel pork reached 606,059 bbls., 
which is 15,362 more barrels than last year 
The aggregate packing for twelve mouths 
reached 1,051,440 hogs, or 1,691,935 less 
t hau that of the preceding year, The out­ 
look for the supply of hogs is regarded 
as probably below’ that of last year to 
Juoe, but afterward not varying greatly. 
Estimating the season’s packing the sup­ 
ply is likety to be 5 to IO per cent. under 
last year. For eight months to Novem­ 
ber the total packing last summer was 
4, 803, OOO.

PATENT REISSUES. 


W ashington, March 30.—The special 
dispatch printed in your Washington 
News this morning relative to reissuing 
patents and patent monopolies stirred up 
the parties on both sides of kthe question, 
as was manifest in the numerous tele­ 
grams received to-day by the committees 
on patents and by Gmgressmen general­ 
ly. From what your correspondent gath­ 
ered to-day, it is evident that there is not 
to be concurrent action on the subject in 
the Senate aud House committees, for 
while the Senate committee has reported 
favorably 
on 
the 
'application 
for the exteusiou of the patent for the 
swam grain shovel, the sentiment of the 
House committee is decidedly adverse to 
the application, which is also pending 
Indore that committee. The evidence as 
to the profits derived from the patents by 
its owners is conflicting. The latter ad­ 
mit they have received $17,000 in profits, 
while others allege that the profits have 
amounted to 3200,000. 
The petition of the Messrs. Siemens 
for the extension of letters patent for a 
regenerator 
furnace is 
creating 
a 
lively 
discussion 
in 
the House 
committee, 
and 
one 
of 
the 
members of the committee says there are 
aln nit fifty attorneys retained in the case. 
There are numerous protests and memo­ 
rials against the extension of these two 
patents in the possession of the House 
committee, which will be presented to 
the House in a few days. They came 


from the Western and Northwestern 
cities principally. A 
member of the 
House committee says the question as to 
reissues of patents and patent monopo­ 
lies cannot lie dodged or evaded at this 
session, and the discussion will be exc sed- 
ingly earnest, and probably acrimoni­ 
ous. 
It is but fair to say thut the case of the 
owners of the steam shovel parent is 
most plausibly argued iii the report 
of 
tile 
Senate 
committee, 
who 
make it appear that, iu the seventeen 
years the owners have been engaged in 
introducing and working the patent, they 
have received but $18,353.23 over their 
expenses, which gave the first owners 
$312.98 a year, the second, $529.69.

committee say: “It finally appears that 
the shovel has never beeu to auy extent 
a tax upon commerce or a burden or 
charge upon grain. It distributes the 
cost of shoveling gram, but does not in­ 
crease that cost. What before its intro­ 
duction was paid to the hand shovelers 
exclusively is now divided between the 
shovelers, the elevator owners, and this 
shovel.”

W ashington, March 30.—The Pacific 
coast members are becoming alarmed 
about tho Chinese bill. The fact that 
the bill has not beeu signed as soon as 
they had 
expected, 
convinces them 
that tlic 
reports that the President 
is 
contemplating 
a 
veto 
are 
well 
founded. The letters received at the 
White House are all largely against the 
bill. 


W ashington, 
March 
30.—General 
Grant, when asked his opinion of the 
Chinese bill, said, if he had beeu in Con­ 
gress, ho thought he should not have 
voted for the bill iu its present form. If 
he were President, he did not know 
whether he should veto it or not. He 
i bought the bill was objectionable in its 
ireseut shape. He was not in favor 
of the Chinese coming to this country, 
jut he thought the difficulty could be 
met iu a better way than legislation here. 
He thought 
tile Chinese government 
should be allowed to control the matter 
md keep their people at home. 
lie ex­ 
pressed a decided opinion that they 
would do it if we would let them. 
The 
Chillest' did not want to emigrate, except 
in cases of some who had been here once 
aud desired to return. 
No Chinaman, 
with this exception, ever came to this 
country willingly. He was of the opin­ 
ion that it could lie arranged by treaty 
that the Chinese should ship emigration 
of their own accord. 
W ashington, March 33.—It is under­ 
stood that the President has not yet made 
up his mind whether he will sign or veto 
the bill, and will reserve judgment on the 
suoject until after the Friday Cabinet 
meeting, which he can do withiu teu days 
w’hieh may elapse by law between the 
lassage aud veto or approval of the bill. 
The time will expire next Tuesday, so 
that probably, Monday he wall send either 
tho veto message or approve it with 
a recomendation for its amendment. 
It 
is not currently believed that, if lie signs 
the bill at all he will give his unqualified 
approval. It is said that acting Vice- 
President Davis remarked to a friend 
to-day that he conudered the bill as un­ 
deniably in violation of the treaty, and 
that lie w’ould not hesitate a moment iu 
vetoing it if he were President.

THE TARIFF. 


W ashington, March 30.—Careful com- 
pution made as to the probable duration 
of the tariff debate puts it -at about 
twenty-eight days. 
There are now 168 
members registered to speak, aud accord­ 
ing to the precedent set rn the opening 
speeches their timo will probably not be 
limited, but u reasonable extension will 
lie granted to all who wish it Mr. Kel­ 
ley intends to interject his internal rev­ 
enue bill into the debate at some favor­ 
able 
opportunity. 
When 
there 
have beeu two or three weeks of talk, so 
that he can tell how the House feels on 
the tariff question, he will make strenu­ 
ous efforts to have this bill considered 
on some pretext. He is confident that it 
wifi go through, and he hopes to secure 
its passage, m order to check the desire 
of many members to cut down the rev­ 
enues, either by tariff revision or catting 
down internal taxes. If the bill should 
pass the tariff could not be modified, 
simply because the government would 
need all the duties collected. There is 
so much in this bill that many donbt the 
ability of Mr. Kelley to push it through. 
W ashington, March 30.—There is to 
be a studied effort, it is said, by the free­ 
tradera, to attempt to make capital by 
quoting old speeches of Mr. Kasson for 
the purpose of breaking the force of the 
masterly argument with which he opened 
the tariff debate. Mr. Hewitt’s speeches 
contained a precursor of what is promised. 
Mr. Kasson to-day, in reply to a question 
by your correspondent relative to his po­ 
sition on the tariff now as compared with 
his views at the time cited by Mr. Hew­ 
itt, said that he held both then and now, 
to 
the 
principle 
of 
protec­ 
tion. He then quarreled with rates. He 
had simply become more deeply convin­ 
ced of the necessity for American pro­ 
tection with reference to its effect upon 
our industries and upon labor. 
The 
foundation was the same but he had am­ 
plified its application in the light of facts. 
His observation of the working of various 
international trade system during his res­ 
idence abroad had furthe convinced him 
of the wisdom of protection for this 
country, and as a result he ha*! since 
taken a more advanced position than be­ 
fore as shown by his speech on Tuesday 
last.

W ashington, March 30.—The speaker 
presented to the House, to-day, a com* 
mnnication from the secretary of the in­ 
terior, in relation to a response to the 
resolution of Representative Cobb, call­ 
ing for information relative to those States 
and railroad corporations to which grants 
of public lands hand been made, to aid in 
the construction of railroads, and not 
completed within tho time required by 
law. The report names ten States: Mis' 
sissippi, Alabama, Louisiana, Florida, 
Arkansas, Missouri, Michigan, Iowa, Wis­ 
consin and Minnesota, to which grants of 
public laud have been made to aid in 
construction of railroads within their 
limits. It also names eight corporations: 
The Northern Pacific, California and 
Oregon, (now the Oregon branch of the 
Central Pacific,) Oregon Central, (now’ 
tho Oregou and California R’y Co.,) At­ 
lantic and Pacific, Northern Pacific, Cali­ 
fornia, (main line,) Oregon Central, Tex­ 
as Pacific, (now the Texas and Pacific,) 
and tho New Orleans, Baton Rouge aud 
Vicksburg, (now the New Orleans anti 
Pacific R. IL Co.,) to which grants of 
public lands were made, direct to aid in 
the completion of their several roads. 
The aggregate number of miles of rail­ 
road, proposed to be built by these cor­ 
porations, to w hich grants of land were 
made direct, was 7,743, of which 1,465 
have beeu constructed at the time re­ 
quired for tho completion of the entire 
hues.

Tho Moon and the Weather. 
M. de Parville has published in the 
Journal d< .s' Del tat*tt a paper on temper­ 
ance. In the course of the article he 
raises the question as to whether tho dry­ 
ness of the past summer could have been 
foreseen, and answers it in the aflirma- 
tive. 
Having then referred to the in- 
fliienceof solar action on the atmosphere, 
he says : “ A very long series of ob 
nervations has also shown that the moon, 
which passes every month from one 
hemisphere to the other, influences the 
direction of the great atmospheric cur­ 
rents. 
The changes in those currents, 
in consequence of the prevailing mois 
ture or dryness, are intimately connected 
with the relative i>ositioD for the time 1**- 
ing of the sun and tile moon. 
The dis­ 
tance of the moon from the equator 
varies every year, passing from a maxi­ 
mum to a minimum limit; and the mete 
orological character of a series of years ap- 
pears to lo* mainly dejieudent upon the 
change of inclination when those ex 
treme limits have licen touched. Ob­ 
servations prove that the rainy years, 
the cold winters and hot summers return 
periodically, and coincide with certain 
declinations of the moon. 
In our lati­ 
tudes the rainy years occur when the 
moon’s declination has touched its ex­ 
treme limits of 28, 26 or 18 degrees res- 
pectivelv. 
They are separated from 
each other usually by periods of a1 amt 
three years, aud then six years. ” M. de 
Parville then gives a list of rainy years 
running hack to 1783, the most recent 
being 1871), 1876, 1872, IHM, 1859, 185(3 
and 1853, in each of which the moon’s 
declination was either 28, 26 or 18, be 
ginning with 26 degrees in 1879 and run­ 
ning back in the order named. Tile 
severe winter, he says, coincide as a rule 
within a year of the same declinations. 
The dry summers come naturally in the 
middle of the period which divides two 
wet years. 
The next wet year ought to 
coincide with the declination of 18 de­ 
grees, therefore, with the year 1884, as 
the last was 1879 with the declination of 
2(3 degrees. 
Between the two years 
comes the period of maximum dryness, 
ami it may lie expected therefore that 
the year 1882 will be another dry year.
